Observations made by the Honorable Mr. 
Justice Gale on the 2d January , 183d, 
on certain Petitions for Ir rits of 
Habeas Corpus . 

The present applications, which are 
three in number, are to obtain from the 
Judges, writs of Habeas Corpus on behalf 
of Come Seraph in Chenier, Louis Michel 
Viger, and Toussaint Peltier, Esquires, to 
he addressed to the honorable Rocli de 
St. Ours, William Fletcher, and to any 
person or persons who for the time being 
may have charge of the building commonly 
known as the old Gaol in the env of Mon* 
treal. 

Although the Petitions are not identical 
in terms, nor the affidavits in support of 
them precisely similar in their contents, 
there will be found in point of fact so many 
things established in common by the affi¬ 
davits produced upon each application re- 
specti vely, that the same course of reasoning 
and the same ground of decision would ap¬ 
pear applicable to all, namely : 


1 frequently assembled in great and unusual 
numbers. That the exertions of the civil 
power were ineffectual for the suppression 
of the aforesaid traitorous and wicked con¬ 
spiracy and rebellion, and for the protection 
of the lives and properties of her Majesty’s 
loyal subjects. That the Courts of Justice 
in the District of Montreal had virtually 
ceased, from the impossibility of execu¬ 
ting legal process or warrant of arrest 
therein. 

That for all these reasons his Excellency 
the Governor in Chief by and with the 
advice and consent of her Majesty’s Exec¬ 
utive Council had declared Martial Law, 
and had issued orders to Lieut. Genl. Sir 
John Colborne commanding her Majesty’s 
Forces, and other officers of her Majesty’s 
Forces in the province, to arrest and pun 
ish all persons acting, aiding or in any man 
ner assisting in the said conspiracy and 
rebellion which then existed, and had bro* 
ken out in the most daring and violent 
attacks within the District of Montreal, 
according to Martial Law, by death or 
otherwise as to them should seem expedi¬ 
ent, See. See. 

After this proclamation had been refer¬ 
red to by the Attorney General as the 
ground for not recognising the authority of 
the ordinary jurisdiction in regard to the 
present applications, we have had before ns 
t/ie arguments of the counsel for the pris¬ 
oners contending on various grounds that 
ihe proclamation of Martial Law was ille¬ 
gal and void, and maintaining in sub 
stance .* 

First .* That it was a measure inconsist¬ 
ent with (lie rights of the subject,with Mag¬ 
na Charts, the Petition of Right, the Bill 
of Rights, and all the Statutes by which the 
rights and liberties of the subject had been 
defined and ascertained. 

Secondly.* That it was a measure not 
within the scope of the King's Prerogative, 
and that it would be justifiable and legal 
only, under previous legislative enactments, 
and that none such exist. 

Thirdly : That the Commission of the 
Governor in Chief gave him no authority 
for proclaiming Martial Law. 

Fourthly .* That such law extends to 
none but Military persons. 

Upon the first head, namely, the incon¬ 
sistency of the Proclamation with the rights 
and privileges of the subject; were even 
the authorities cited on behalf of the Peti 
turners alone to be looked at, I see nothing 
in them beyond what amounts to a declar 
ation that any proclamation of Martial 
Law would he illegal in times of peace, and 
when the administiation of the ordinary 
law would he adequate to the protection of 
the government, and of the lives and pro 
perties of the people.

It may be abandoned or abolished by stat¬ 
ute in all other cases, hut it is reserved as 
a measure of self-defence. No law lias

Where then was the injury to the lights 
and privileges of the subject from Martial 
Law, not for the purpose of oppression, hut 
as the only means of preserving and re¬ 
storing the rights and privileges which had 
been rebelliously assailed ? J see no vio¬ 
lation of the Law or of the right of the 
subject in the issuing of the proclamation 
for such purposes and under sue!) circum¬ 
stances ; but on the contrary much done 
thereby for the preservation of both, even 
if the matter were to rest upon the author¬ 
ities cited for the petitioners which, as will 
appear by the observations on the second 
head, were by no means all it was necessa¬ 
ry to examine. 

Upon the second head, namely that to 
declare Martial Law is not ‘ within the 
Royal prerogative, that it could not be jus-I 
tifiable and legal only under previous Le¬ 
gislative enactments and that none such 
exist,’ These topics may he considered 


right of a government to protect itself by 
force against all attempts of illegal violence 
to subvert it, is just as clear and as sacred 
in the very nature of things, and on eter¬ 
nal and immutable principles, without an 
express human law to declaie that right, 
as it could he under any legislative sanc¬ 
tion whatever. The danger of oppression, 
however, is urged against this tight. There 
is this danger, no doubt, and we may la¬ 
ment that the dimes Sc the follies of man¬ 
kind should ever compel a resort to force:

I have declared proclamations of Martial 
Law in time of peace, when wars, intestine 
commotions and rebellion did not exist in 
the Kingdom to be illegal. But is there 
any /statute to declare that a proclamation 
of Martial Law on the part of the Sover¬ 
eign would be illegal in times of intestine 
war, commotion and rebellion ? Not one. 
Unless, indeed, some illegal ordinances of 
the regicide Parliament may be referred to 
on the subject, and improperly denominated 
Acts, as if they were statutes or ^4cts of 
Parliament. On the contrary divers of the 


the King’s Prerogative that a Commons 
House was first called and established. The 
pre-existing prerogatives have been subse¬ 
quently defined, restricted and limited by 
successive act9 of Parliament which have 
bad the King’s sanction. All that strict 
scrutiny, watchful jealousy, and elevated 
principles of true liberty (principles incom ¬ 
patible with anarchical licentiousness) have 
pointed out in the progress of centuries to be 
noxious to the welfare of the people in the 
pre existing prerogatives of the Crown have! 
been abolished by these successive acts. 
It is fair then to conclude that whatever of I 
the prerogative has not been abolished con¬ 
tinues to exist, and that it is allowed to 
he in force, because conducive to the secu¬ 
rity of the Government and to the gene¬ 
ral welfare. W hat remains of the prerog¬ 
ative becomes as has been before remarked, 
part of the rights ami privileges of the peo¬ 
ple, and as such, to be guarded as sacredly 
as any right arising primarily from them¬ 
selves. The older writers of authority, and 
among others fcir Matthew Hale, on the 
the common law, speaking of the King’s 
preiogatives in regard to his subjects declare | 
—that he may raise men to suppress their 
insurrections by force. That he may pun¬ 
ish his subjects by martial law during such 
insurrection or rebellion, but not after it is' 
suppressed. This too, is consistent with 
the whole tenor of the statutes prohibitory 
of mania! law, whose prohibitions are and 
must in reason be based upon the assump¬ 
tion express or implied that the ordinary 
courts can express or implied that the or¬ 
dinary courts can act with sufficient effi¬ 
ciency and power to repress the existing 
disorders ami disturbances without other 
aid. There will be found in Simmons on 
Courts Martial (Edit. 1834, ch. 2 f on the

border line; and that the excitement pre¬ 
viously existing has been alarmingly in. 
creased. To guard against the possiblo 
recurrence of any similar act, I have thought 
it indispensable to call out a portion of the 
militia, to be posted on that frontier. The 
documents herewith presented to Congress, 
show the character of the outrage commit¬ 
ted, the measures taken in consequence of 
its occurrence, and the necessity for re¬ 
sorting to them. It will also be seen that 
the subject was immediately brought to the 
notice of the British Minister, accredited 
to this country, and the proper steps taken 
on our part to obtain the fullest informa¬ 
tion of all the circumstances, leading to and 
attendant upon the transaction, preparatory 
to a demand for reparation.

Sir, —You will repair, without delay, to 
the Canada frontier of the United States, 
and assume the military command there. 

Herewith you will receive duplicate let¬ 
ters to the Governors of the Slates of New 
York and Vermont, requesting them to call 
into the service of tlie United States such 
a militia force as you may deem necessary 
for the defence of that frontier of the Uni- 
ted States. 

This power has been confided to you in 
the full persuasion that y\>u, will use it 
disci eetly, ami extend the call only so far 
as circumstances may seem to require. 

It is important that the troops called in¬ 
to tlie service should be, if possible, exempt 
from that state of oxcitement which the 
late violation of our territory has created, 
and you will therefore impress upon the 
Governors of these border States, the pro • 
priety of selecting troops from a portion 
of the State distant from the theatre of 
action. 

The Executive possesses no legal au¬ 
thority to employ the military force, to re* 
strain persons within our jurisdiction, and 
who ought to be under our controul, from 
violating our laws, by making incursions 
into the terrirory of neighbouring and 
friendly nations, with hostile intent. 1 can 
give you, therefore, no instructions on that 
subject: but request that you will use your 
{influence to prevent such excesses, and to 
preserve the character of this Government 
for good faith, and a proper regard for the 
rights of friendly powers.

Sir, —Bv the direction of the President 
of the United States, 1 have the honour to 
communicate to you a copy of the evidence 
furnished to this Department, of an extra' 
ordinary outrage committed from her Ma¬ 
jesty's Province of Upper Canada, on the 
persons and pioperty of the citizens of the 
United States, within the jurisdiction of 
the state of New York. The destruction 
of the property and assassination of the 
citizens of the United States on the soil of 
New York, at the moment when, as is well 
known to you, the President was anxiously 
endeavouring to allay the excitement, and 
earnestly seeking to prevent unfortunate 
occurrences on the frontier of Canada, has 
produced upon his mind the most painful 
emotions of surprise and regret. It will 
necessarily form the subject of a demand for 
redress upon her Majesty’s Government. 
This communication is made to you un¬ 
der the expectation, that through your in¬ 
strumentality, an early explanation may be 
obtained from the authorities of Upper 
Canada of all the circumstances of the trails* 
action ; and that by your advice to those 
authorities, such decisive precautions may 
l>e used, as will render the perpetration of 
similar acts hereafter impossible.
